Moonshining clans are credited with 
the slaying from ambush last Sunday 
of Thomas Evans, prominent dry ex- 
ponent of the district, and with nu- 
merous threats which forced seven 
other men to flee their homes. 

Conference Is Held. 

At a conference of state officials 
here this afternoon a new offensive 
on the moonshiners was planned. This 
move may call for the aid of federal 
enforcement units, District Attorney 
General G. C. Sherrod announced. He 
said it would be a day or so before 
the new plans would materialize. 

Tonight a mass meeting attended by 
2,000 citizens of this town pledged 
support to the law enforcement drive 
and toward the apprehension of Evans’ 
slpyers. 

Rev. John H. Buchanan, pastor of 
the First Baptist church here, who 
called the mecting, made a plea for 
the moral and financial support of the 
citizens of Henry county. 

Calls for Justice. 

“As long as God gives me breath 
to live, I shall not rest until justice 
is meted out,’’ Rev. Buchanan de- 
clared, commenting upon the manner 
in which Evans went to his death. “I 
am hoping that this man’s death shall 
prove a Calvary to save our fair coun- 
ty. 

“The Man of heaven knows that 


the man who died last Sunday, spilled 
his blood for the same cause as the 
men in khaki.” 

The minister said he was glad to 
recognize some in the audience whose 
“heatts are not with us in this meet- 
ing, but I am glad they are here.’’ 

Analyzing the 23d district where 
the moonshiners dwell, Rev. Buchan- 
an declared that there were about 12 
men in the district who are willing 
to stand foursquare for the dry cru- 
sade. 

“There are about 25 men and I 
can name them for you, who have 
banded themselves together to pro- 
mulgate liquor,’’ he said. “There are 
others who have not the courage to 
come out openly for the law enforce- 
ment band to which Thomas Evans 
belonged.”’ 

No arrests have been made in the 
Evans slaying and officials, while in- 
definite as to their immediate plans, 
said they would visit the district again 
within a day or two. Meanwhile they 
have continued their investigation lo-

ate prohibition hearings were boiled 
down to a sentence, the substance of 
it would be this: 

National prohibition is effective in 
localities where public sentiment fa- 
vors it and unsuccessful where pub- 
lie sentiment opposes it. 

In the three weeks of intensive 
hearings more than 50 hours of testi- 
mony and argument was offered and 
the committee gathered the most com- 
plete sets of statistics, observations 
and opinions that has ever been as- 
sembled on the subject of prohibition. 

But the effect has been negligible 
so far as can be observed. The wets 
made a weaker case than many ex- 
pected and prohibition fared better 
than some thought it would. 

One Real Jolt. 

One real jolt appeared to have been 
suffered by the drys when Assistant- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drews said that the sale of light beer 
under government supervision would 
nid law enforcement. But in the clos- 
ing hours of the investigation An- 
drews reappeared before the commit- 
tee and explained that while this was 
theoretically the case, he knew no 
way of bringing it about and did not 
advocate any change in the law. 

This mild explanation of a state- 
ment that a few days before had made 
a sensation and caused general denun- 
ciation of Andreszs by the drys re- 
moved the last cause of anxiéty for 
the supporters of the Volstead act. 

Testimony tended to show that the 
greatest difficulty in enforcement ex- 
isted in New York, Chicago and sey- 
eral other large cities. But in Kansas; 
for instance, more cases of automo- 
bile thefts than of prohibition viola- 
tions were turned over to the federal 
government. 

Great Controversy. 

There was much controversy as to 
whether the alleged benefits of prohi- 
bition outweighed its alleged evils. 

Wets said the Volstead act was 
making a nation of law breakers and 
hypocrites, that more women and 
youths drank than before prohibition, 
that it has driven beer drinkers to 
hard liquor and harmful bootleg con- 
coctions, that arrests for drunkenness

SULONG RESUME 
PARLEY TODAY 
UNFRENGH DEBT 


Rapid Progress Is Being 
Made in Concluffing Set- 
tlements of Remaining 
Big War Obligations. 


OPPOSITION VOICED 
TO PARIS PROPOSAL 


Berenger Will Be Asked 
to Make Higher First 
Payment, Experts Be- 
lieve.

Washington, April 25.—Rapid prog- 
ress in concluding settlements of the 
remaining big war debts to the United 
States has been marked by the events 
of the past week and it is said that 
further advances will be made dur- 
ing the coming week. 

Approval of the senate of the Ital- 
ian agreement providing for the re- 
payment of $2,042,000,000 now lack- 
ing only the- signature of President 
Coolidge; the beginning by the senate 
of what is believed to be final dis- 
cussion of the Belgian agreement 
which provides for total payments 
amounting to $556,050,500; and the 
opening of negotiations on the French 
debt now totaling with interest more 
than $4,000,000,000 brings visibly 
near to conclusion the three sizable 
debts on the total of $10,338,058,352 
originally owed to this government as 
a result of the world war. In addi- 
tion to the Belgian agreement the sen- 
ate also has before it several small set- 
tlements, these being with Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Esthonia, Latvia and Rovu- 
mania, and it is believed that all of 
these will be approved within the next 
few days. 

Will Demand Changes. 

The American debt funding commis- 
sion will meet at the treasury tomor- 
row morning to continue its consid- 
eration of the offer of settlement of 
the French debt, presented on Friday 
last on behalf of his government by 
the French am der, M, Berenger. 
Authoritative indications are that the 
commission at that time will-prepare 
a reply, pointing out that there must 
be modification of some portions of 
the initial French proposal. 

Optimism prevailed in official quar- 
ters today that a settlement will be 
reached and from one high source it 
was learned that it mar be “expected 
soon,” 

While officials were unwilling today 
to make any definite predictions as 
to how soon the French debt negotia- 
tions may be concluded, it was the 
well-founded belief in reliable quar- 


ters that a final agreement may be 
ready to sign by the end of the pres- 
ent week. 

In case terms of settlement can be 
reached with the French within the 
next week it is believed that they may 
be submitted in time for approval by 
the present congress. This, then 
would leave only two of the debtor 
nations—Greece and Jugo-Slavia, with 
which funding arrangements have not 
been completed. Russia and Arme- 
nia, the latter no longer having a 
government and the former not being 
recognized by the United States, have 
been eliminated from the list of col- 
lection possibilities. 

The question of a “safeguard 
clause” and of the initial payments are 
understood to be two of the principal 
points on which the American debt

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GONGRESS RENEWS 
EFFORT 10 CLEAR 
TABLE THIS WEEK 


House Leaders Believe 
That Solons May Be 
Ready for Adjournment 
By May 15. 


DEBT PROBLEMS 
STILL ON LISTS 


Muscle Shoals and Farm 
Relief Issues Still to Be 
Solved Before Adjourn- 
ment. 


Washington, April 25.—(/)—Un- 
der pressure from the waite house, re- 
publican leaders in congress will re- 
double their efforts this week to get 
the calendars cleared of important 
legislation so an early adjournment 
can be taken. 

House leaders figure that they can 
be ready for adjournment by May 15, 
but some of the senate leaders are 
not at all certain that the senate can 
wind up its business within a space 
of three weeks. 

Admittedly the end of the prohibi- 
tion hearings has cleared the atmos- 
phere for more serious consideration 
of senate business, but with the Bel- 
gian and four other debt settlements, 
and several other pieces of important 
legislation pending, the senate would 
have to move with unusual celerity 
to get away before June 1. 

The Belgian debt settlement Dill 
will be taken up again Monday and 
will be followed by the legislative ap- 
propriation bill and the $165,000,000 
publi¢ buildings bill. , All of these 
‘measures contain highly® cortroverted 
features and will call for considerable 
discussion. 

Farm Bill Pending. 

Farm relief legislation also still is 
pending and there will be a drive for 
action before adjournment. The coop- 
erative marketing feature is fairly sat- 
isfactory to all sides, but the corn belt 
surplus crop rider attached by the 
senate agriculture committee is like- 
ly to stir up a controversy. 

The house agriculture committee 
still has to report on a crop surplus 
relief measure. House leaders hope 
that this will be ready to be taken 
up in the house Thursday and they 
have tentatively decided to allow four 
days for debate on it. 

The Muscle Shoals committee must 
report on a contract for leasing that 
plant on Monday, but there is little 
prospect that Congress will act on the 
report at this season. 

The house plans to pass the bill for 
the reorganization of the prohibition 
unit in the treasury Tuesday, but the 
senate finance committee has yet to 
act upon it. Several other administra- 
tion measures for tightening up the 
Volstead act have been submitted, 
but their fate at this session is in 
the balance. 

Having concluded the prohibition 
hearing, the senate.will, turn to an- 

ther this week—the investigation of 
the tariff commission, which will -be 
resumed before the special commit- 
tee with Commissioner Costigan again 
on the stand. 


Former Groom and Trooper 


2 IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY HELD IN TEHERAN 


Crowned as Persian Shah 


Teheren, Persia, April 25.—(4)—The 
new shah of Persia, Reza Khan Peh- 
levi, who from the humble station of 
groom and trooper in the Persian Cos- 
sacks, rose to the position of dictator 
and then seized the throne, was crown- 
ed today amid scenes of splendor. The 
festivities will continue through the 
week. 

Reza Khan after he became premier 
and assumed autocratic powers, in 
1923, declared himself in favor of a 
republic. He carried out a success- 
ful coup which ousted the Kajar dy- 
nasty and suddenly changed his mind, 
announcing his intention of becoming 
monarch, 

Shah Ahmed Kajar was then in 
Paris and he was deposed, a not dif- 
ficult task, since he spent most of his 
time on the Riveira and gave little at- 
tention to the needs of his country. 

The ceremony took place in the mu- 
seum hall of the old Gulistan palace. 
At the top of the hall facing the en- 
trance stood the peacock throne. Im- 
mediately below were aides-de-camp 
with the imperial flag, and a few feet 
away was the Nadori throne. 

Shortly before 4 o’cleok the young 
crown prince, follow ° by membegs of 
the cabinet, the governor of Teheran, 
the court ministers and functionaries 
entered the hall. The prime minister 
bore the Kajar crown, the chief court 
minister, the Pehlevi crown, which had 


been specially prepared for the occa- 


sion, the minister of war, the Jehang- 
hosha sword, the minister of posts and 
and telegraphs, the pearl crown; the 
minister ofjustice, the royal scep- 
ter; the minister of works, the cele- 
brated Daria-I-Nur diamond brought 
from Delhi by Nadir Shah; the min- 
ister of the interior, the mace, and the 
minister of finance, the new shah’s 
portrait. 

The nine commandments were car- 
ried by court officials, as well as the 
nadir’s bow. 

The crown prince stood at the right 
of the Naderi throne, the others being 
in a semi-circle below. On the right 
of the peacock throne and stretching 
from the upper to the lower end of the 
hall, were assembled separate groups 
of Ulema, including representatives of 
the Christian churches, judges, mem- 
bers of the nobility and representatives 
of the guilds of merchants in the or- 
der named. 

On the left were ‘ranged the diplo- 
matic corps, ladies of foreign coun- 
tries, first-class military officers, the 
heads of the various ministries and 
representatives of the press. 

The shah entered the hall a few min- 
utes later wearing the royal mantle. 
With him were the court chamber- 


lains. He took kris seat on the pea- 
cock throne. The head of the Ulema 
gave a blessing and offered prayers for 
the prosperity of tke new shah. He

7? PRISONERS PRAYING FOR END OF WAR 


In Prison Camps of Riffians 


Oudjag Morocco, April 25.—Living 
on rations of unleavened barley bread, 
potatoes, oily beans and undrinkable 
water, 400 French and Spanish pris- 
oners of the Riffians are still con- 
fined in crude Arabian huts while 
they pray for the end of Morocco’s 
war. 

Originally there were 800 of these 
prisoners. But when the United News 
correspondent went through the prison 
camps that number had been reduced 
by half. Most had died, but some had 
esca ped. 

Lack of communications with their 
families in France and Spain have 
cut off these prisoners of war from 
the outside world. When the corre- 
spondent offered some of them paper 
on which to write letters, tears came 
to their eyes. Two who had served in 
the French army in the great war 
and were held in German prison 
camps, said that conditions in Moroc- 


co were materially worse than in the 
German camps. 

“There we at least received letters 
and an occasional package from 
home,’’ said one of them. “Here we 
are completely isolated and the camp 
conditions are terrible.”’ 

While the French and Spanish pris- 
oners receive the same food as that 
given the Riffian soldiers, such fare 
is not sufficient for the average Eu- 
ropean. They are unable to drink the 
water they receive and there is no 
coffee and no wine. Tobacco is not 
obtainable except at prohibitive prices. 
Most of the prisoners have welcomed 
the coming of spring not alone because 
they have learned there is a new hope 
of peace, but because their suffering 
in cold huts will be ended for a time. 

Abd-el-Krim maintains that it is the 
fault of the French and Spanish them- 


selves that no doctors and no medi- 
cal supplies are ajlowed to get area 
to the Riffian forces. 


LONG DELAY SEEN 
N PASSING BIL 
10 LEASE SHOALS 


Majority of Committee 
Will Report Today Rec- 
ommending Power Com- 
pany Bid Acceptance. 


Washington, April 25.—(4)—-A ma- 
jority of- the Muscle Shoals joint con- 
gressional committee plans to report 
to the house and senate tomorrow a 
bill for leasing Muscle Shoals to the 
Associated Southern Power companies, 

Passage of the measure at this ses- 
sion of congress is regarded as -unlike- 
ly. The administration program for 
legislation before adjournment, as out- 
lined Saturday by President Coolidge, 
does not include Muscle Shoals. 

While opponents of a private lease 
hope to prevent «ction on the project 
at this session, it is believed by’ some 
that Henry Ford yet may come through 
with a bid that would be satisfactory. 
This is reported to have been indicat- 
ed by friends of the Detroit manufac- 
turer. 

The bill favoring the Associated 
companies was settled upon at Satur- 
day night’s committee meeting and 
drafting of the measure was begun. 

Two members of the committee, Sen- 
ator Heflin, democr: Alabama, and 
Representative James, republican, of 
Michigan, will file separate minority 
reports. Mr. Heflin will report in 
favor of the American Cyanamide com- 
pany’s bid, while M.. James will op- 
pose acceptance of any of the bids. 

The Power company’s proposal has 
the indorsement of Chairman Deneen, 
Senator Sackett, republican, Ken- 
tucky; Representative Morris, repub- 
lican, Pennsylvania, and Quin, demo- 
crat, Mississippi.

FIREMEN RESCUE 
WESLEYAN GIRLS 
TRAPPED IN BLAZE 


Eight Students, Clad-in 
Pajamas, Are Taken 
Down Ladders—No One 
Injured in Fire. 


Macon, Ga., April 26.—(4/)—Fire 
that broke out in the old Morgan 
home on College street shortly after 
1 o’clock this morning, trapped eight 
girl students of Wesleyan college in 
the building. They were roused from 
their slumbers to find that their ave- 
nues. of escape. were cut off by dense 
smoke, 

Firemen took the eight girls and 
the matron, Mrs. Fannie Collins, 
down a ladder to safety.. None of 
them was injured. 

The Morgan home, a big two-story 
residence, opposite the campus of 
Wesleyan college, was used as oné of 
the dormitories. Usually there are 
nearly a score of girls there, but many 
of them were home for the week-end 
and only eight were in the building 
when the fire was discovered. 

Mrs, Collins Awakened. 

Mrs. Collins was awakened by the 
smoke and by the noise from the 
street, where three young men, Ken- 
more Burns, Robert Kingman and Ed- 
gar Clayton, were hurling rocks at 
the windows, rattling the doors and 
shouting, trying to crouse the occu- 
pants of the building. 

The girls ran to a side window 
where clad only in their pajamas, 
over which some of them had thrown 
coats, they were taken down by the 
firemen, a distance of 25 or 30 feet. 

Mrs. Collins was the last to leave 
the building, making sure that all of 
the girls were.out. 

Eig irls Rescued.

Pact Is Predicted 
By Soviet Leader 


Moscow, April 25.—(4)—Maxim 
Litvinoff, assistant commissar of for- 
eign affairs, addressing the all-Rus- 
Sian central executive last night, fol- 
lowed up the announcement of the 
signing of the Russo-German amity 


treaty at Berlin by sounding a dis- 


, tinctly optimistic note regarding “the 


new trend in the Russo-American sit- 
uation pointing to the establishment 
in the near future of amicable rela- 
tions between the two countries.’’ 

After summing up Russia’s relations 
with the various countries, particu- 
larly Germany, M. Litvinoff said: 

“Above all there towers America’s 
colossal might. Reports from that 
country point to a new trend in re- 
sponsible business circles respecting 
soviet Russia. True, the United States 
government has not yet moved from 
the deadline, but the existing differ- 
ences are not great. 

“They tell us that our recognition 

of Kerensky’s debts is a condition 
essential to American recognition. 
This will not be diffieult. The soviet 
government has repeatedly stated its 
readiness to discuss this point. If the 
members of the American government 
demand advance commitments, such 
demands obviously are unusual and 
abnormal, but if negotiations are once 
commenced on the principle of our 
recognition of the American debts, 
provided the United States agrees to 
consider the principal of our counter- 
claims, we would be quite optimisti¢ 
as to the results.”’ 
_ Proclaiming Russia’s peaceful pol- 
icy, as evidenced bv the Ranallo and 
Paris treaty with Turkey, M. Litvin- 
off declared that the new Russo-Ger- 
man pact merely supplemented the Ra- 
pallo treaty, guaranteeing each party 
to the agreement against involvement 
in any war of aggression by a single 
or a group of powers. 

“We will put this treaty against 
the Loagarno combination,’ said M. 
Litvinotf. “Only by means of such 
treaties can the dangers of war be

pany, Chicago, in an interview re- 
cently prepared by Forrest Crissy and 
which was reprinted from The Na- 
tion’s business for the First National 
Bank, of Chicago.

“My sincere conviction,” declares 
Mr. Simpson, “is that the federal re- 
serve Act has proved itself to be the 
most constructive and beneficial piece 
of financial legislation enacted by 
congress since the national bank act 
of 1863. It has, in my opinion, done 
more to prevent panics, stabilize busi- 
ness conditions, lower interest rates 
and create confidence in continued 
business tranquillity than any other 
national measure since the civil, war. 
And yet, it is altogether too generally 
unappreciated because its operation. 
like that of many of the greatest and 
most beneficient forces of nature, is 
not seen by the great mass of those 
whom it best serves. 

“The existence of this remarkable 
device for equalizing the play between 
expansion and contraction is, in great 
measure, responsible for the present 
highly satisfactory outlook. Not for 
10 years have the fundamental factors 


tof the economic situation of this coun- 
| try been so satisfactory as they are

now. Production and consumption 
are today in better balance than they 
have been for years. This means

“The ups and downs of the business 
cycle used to be abrupt and severe, A 
period of apparent prosperity would 
come to a sudden close in a situation 
of acute business strain and crisis, 
with interest rates abnormally high. 
Prices of commodities and securities 
would fall off sharply and business 
become dull or stagnant. There would 
follow a slow and painful recovery. 

“Repeated experiences of this kind 
inevitably produced a_ sensitive and 
jumpy state of nerves on the part of 
ali business men. Every keen = and 
thoughtful observer of business condi- 
tions will, I think, bear me out in 
the statement that this highly nerv- 
ous and apprehensive condition is 


not so acute today as it was 10 years ! 


ago. Something has happened _ to 
soothe and steady the nerves of busi- 
ness. 

“That somethingg is the operation 
of the federal reserve system. Before 
its creation, in this period of expan- 
sion a contraction, the business of 
the country was without a shock ab- 
sorber and received the full force of 
the jolt; the bearings in individual 
business everywhere were burned 
out, because there were no available 
means of meeting the sharp emer- 
gencies of expansion and contraction. 
Experienced and able men of broad 
vision, sound economie understanding 
and rare courage, undertook the task 
of meeting such emergencies through 
the creation of a financial shock ab- 
sorber, an equalizer available at any 
time and in any part of our country, 
regardless of whether the pinch was 
local. sectional or national. 

“This financial mechanism has 
proved itself remarkably mobile and 
effective. In proof of this, remember 
that we have not had a real business 
panie since the world war and that 
if anything on earth is to be depended 
upon to throw the financial machinery 
of the country out of gear it is a war

Other countries having no 
equivalent to our federal reserve 
system have suffered disas#eusly. 
Personally, I am convineed that our 
own eountry would have had a seri- 
ous financial trouble had it not been 
for the protective influence of the fed- 
eral reserve system. 
No Cure-All. 

“T am not inferring that this sys- 
tem is a cure-all for business ills of 
every kind; but I do believe that 
money panics, at least, are virtually a 
thing of the past and that acute com- 
mercial crises will have great diffi- 
culty in developing the scope and se- 
verity of those which have left their 
scars upon the face of. our business 
history—all this mainly due to the 
protective stabilizing and resuscitating 
influence of the Federal Reserve 
system. 

“What does the reserve system do? 
It enables the local member bank to 
operate more safely and more freely, 
thus making it possible for this bank 
in turn to grant better accommodf- 
tions to its customers. Let us take a 
concrete case. A merchant in Nebras- 
ka buys a bill of goods in Chicago. In 
order to take advantage of the dis- 
count. he goes to his bank to borrow 
on his note for 60 days. Now the 
bank may not have ‘funds of its own 
to loan at that particular moment. It 
may be the season of planting or mov- 
ing the erops or high business activi- 
ty and all of its resources may be 
employed. 

“The bank, however, can take this 
customer's note to the Federal Reserve 
bank of its district and secure funds 
by rediscounting it. The proceeds jt 
lends to the merchant, who is able to 
discount his bills and protect his cred- 
it. Without the reserve bank to redis- 
count the local bank’s paper, the lat- 
ter would many times find itself 
‘loaned up,’ with money tight and 
confidence in future conditions im- 
paired. 

“The wholesaler or manufacturer 
from whom this merchant bought may 
likewise have occasion to borrow, and 
his bank, though a large city institu- 
tion, may not have funds with which 
to accommodate him. But if the whole- 
saler or manufacturer has good com- 
mercial paper arising out of the pro- 
duction, sale or marketing of goods, 
and maturing within 90 days, his 
rediscount it at his re-

“In a similar way, every class of 
siness is accommodated. The cattle- 
man in Texas, the exporter in Phila- 
delphia, the Jumberman in Seattle, the 
packer in Chicago, the planter im 
Georgia or the implement maker in 
Moline, if a responsible business man 
in good financial standing with his 
bank, can borrow upon his paper, pro- 
vided it arises out of the production, 
sale or marketing of goods and falls 
due within a specified time. Loans to 
farmers, planters or cattlemen, in- 
cluding the raising and marketing of 
live stock, may be rediscounted if the 
paper falls due within 9 months, Cus- 
tomers’ notes with United States gov- 
ernment bonds or notes as collateral 
may be rediscounted at the Federal 
Reserve bank if the loan matures 
within 90 days.

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ner. an individual may borrow — 
his bank and this bank in turn bor- 
row from a Federal Reserve bank, and 
the latter borrow from other Federal 
Reserve banks. All the credit resources 
of the country are thus pooled to- 
gether, making them vastly stronger 
and more available than when each 
bank had to depend upon its own re- 
sources and look out always for itself. 
The twelve reserve banks now 
form our ultimate reservoir credit. 
“Now, consider another great ser- 


vice to business in the power of re- 
serve banks to issue currency. In 
making a loan, the borrower may 
want the proceeds in deposit or in 
currency with which to meet pay- 
rolls. Federal reserve banks have 
power to issue federal reserve notes 
redeemable in gold. But they must 
set aside security, dollar for dollar, 
against such notes. The sucurity may 
be short-time business paper, or gold. 
or both, the former representing 
loans for the production or distribu- 
tion of goods or farm products or 
loans upon United States govern- 
ment securities. This process of re- 
discounting does not lead to infla- 
tion or unhealthy expansion of credits 
because no one can get loans, either 
currency or deposit credits, who does 
not possess good sound collateral upon 
which loans can safely be made. 
farmer might have seld his wheat. a 
a stockman his cattle, a miller his 
flour, a merchant his goods, but as 
long as loans are made upon such 
evidence of tangible wealth, they are 
sound. The volume of notes put out 
by the reserve banks depend upon 
the needs of the niember banks and 
these needs, in turn, depend upon 
those of their customers. Customers’ 
needs arise out of actual business 
transactions. The volume of notes 
thus rises or contracts with the ac- 
tual requirements of legitimate busi- 
ness, 


No Future Paniecs. 


“It is not to the interest of any- 
body to make eredit terms so ‘easy’ 


to the interest of the country, on the 
other hand, that deposits in a_ sol- 
vent bank be available when wanted. 
This is vital and this is what we 
now have. There is no reason, there- 
fore, ever to expect another money 
panie like that of 1907. Indeed, in 
the difficult times of 1920 there was 
no suggestion of any money panic. 

“Another decided advantage of the 
reserve system of banking is in sta- 
bilizing interest rates. These rates 
are indicators of credit conditions. As 
the reserve system makes assets quick- 
ly available in response to credit 
needs, so it has done away with panic 
interest rates. Even seasonal varia- 
tions in interest rates are not near- 
lv so pronounced as they used to be. 
The demand for funds at crop mov: 
ing times does not bring a_ sharp 
advantage in interest rates, as used 
to be the case. Actually, the ten- 
dency has been in the direction of 
somewhat lower rates for business 
money and somewhat higher rates for 
stock exchange money. 

“In much the same way the spread 
of interest rates between the eastern 
and western parts of the country has 
been greatly reduced. The actual 
rate charged at any given time de- 
pends in part upon local conditions, 
such as risks involved, time of getting 
loans repaid and expenses.of doing 
business. These conditions still exist. 
But the barriers which hindered the 
surplus funds in one part of the coun- 
try from finding employment in other 
parts have been broken down and the 


in Kansas City the average interest 
rates on customers’ prime sommercial 
paper in 1911-13 amounted to 8 per 
cent; in 1922-24 to 5.96 per cent. 

‘The spread in interest rates on 
short and long maturities has been 
almost eliminated. This is to the 
advantage of country borrowers and 
also enables banks generally to adjust 
their reserve positions so as to serve 
better all business interests. Again, 
funds are now transferred from city 
to city more quickly, safely and ec- 
onomically than before. Domestic ex- 
change has been practically done 
away with. There is seldom necessity 
now of remitting currency or coin 
from place to place. ‘Transfers are 
inade by charges on the books of the 
reserve banks—with distinct saving 
in time, in risk and in expense. As a 
means of beating train bandits out 
of rich loot, the federal reserve sys- 
tem is most effective.

funding commission has yet to come 
into agreement with the French pro- 
posal in all its phases, without having 
come to any decision as to what just 
counter demands would be made. Ow- 
ing to other engagement by some of 
the members of the commission they 
were obliged to postpone further dis- 
cussion until tomorrow when it is ex- 
pected they will be ready to send their 
reply to Ambassador Berenger. ‘The 
latter has been given full authority by 
his government to negotiate and con- 
clude an agreement; and if one 1s 
reached promptly it is believed that 
he will také the first boat for France 
in order to push it speedily through 
the French parliament. 

Nothing in the way of an official 
statement has been made as to the 
French terms contained in the present 
offer, but it is stated that the pay- 
ments during the first few years were 
placed at $25,000,000 annually and 
that this amount is not satisfactory to 
the American commission. It is be- 
lieved, therefore, that a demand will 
be made for an increase in this direc- 
tion as one of the changes on which 
this government will insist. 

Concessions Expected. 

Concessions are expected on both 
sides before the negotiations are con- 
cluded and it is not believed, in spite 
of insistent reports from Paris, that 
the French will hold out for a “safe- 
guard clause” to which the Americans 
object. It is the opinion of well-ad- 
vised anthorities that some satisfac- 
tory substitute for the “safeguard 
clause’ can be agreed upon and in- 
cluded as a provision of the debt- 
funding compact. 

Including Italy, Belgium and the 
several smaller nations with which 
the United States has concluded debt 
settlements now before the senate as 
well as Great Britain and the other 
nations with whom negotiations had 
been previously concluded, the total 
of funded bonds which have been re- 
ceived by this government amount to 
$7.389,914.000 against a total orig- 


inal war-time obligation from all the 
debtor nations of more than $10,000,-

« With American Memorials 


Commission Takes Steps 
Following Statement by 
General Pershing After 
His Return From Arica. 


—— 


Washington, April 25.—(/)—Steps 
to prevent indiscriminate marking of 
world war battlefields in France and 
Belgium with American memorials 
were announced today by General 
Pershing as head of the American bat- 
tle monuments commission. 

Under a resolution adopted by the 
commission and approved by Fresi- 
dent Coolidge, no decorative membrials 
will be approved for erection in the 
two countries except such as are in 
the nature of public improvements 
of use to the inhabitants. The French 
and Belgian governments have agreed 
not to permit any markers to be plac- 
ed except when approved by the com- 
mission. 

General Pershing took this matter 
up immediately after his return from 
Arica. He told the commission he 
was much concerned “that so many 
American memorials were being plan- 
ned for erection in Europe,” adding 
that if steps to check the private en- 
terprises of states, municipalities, mili- 
tary organizations and _ individuals 
were not taken, he feared, “the bounds 
of good taste” would be exceeded. 

It developed that there are few 
French, Belgian or Italian memorials 
erected or contemplated in the battle 
areas, despite that the troops of all 
three countries sustained greater loss- 


es in the same regions than did 
America. 

Regions over which American troops | 
fought were historic as battle thea- 
ters in older wars of Europe, it was 
held, and these conditions “tend to 
make even a moderate number of 
American memorials conspicuous and | 
too manv would create an entirely er- 


roneous impressiog of the American 
object in erecting them.” 

“It should be considered,” the sum- 
mary added, “‘that our country was 
fighting during the latter part of the 
war only and had fewer troops en- 
gaged and lighter losses than either 
France, England or Italy.”

London, April 25.—While 5,000,000 


Englishmen await possible orders for 
a nation-wide strike heginning next 
Saturday, interest throughout — the 
country centers on Premier Baldwin's 
meeting with the operators and coal | 
miners Monday afternoon—the last 
scheduled attempt to conciliate the 
two warring factions. 

Sensational reports that Baldwin, 
in the event of failure at the final | 
conference, intended to take the ques-, 
tion of nationalization of the mines 
to the English people, are confirmed 
to a certain extent by utterances of | 
men close to the government. : 

Despite constant efforts on the part 
of the premier since last week there 
appears to be no basis for a possible 
solution of the differences between 
coal miners and operators. 

“The coal strike would be the most 
disastrous event that could befall In:ng- 
land in a domestic way right now,’ 
the premier said Sunday. “It would 
result in increasing the depression in 
industry and would affect adversely 
all prospects of trade revival.’ 

Following the meeting between 
Baldwin and the miners and opera- 
tors Monday, miners will go into ses- 
sion Wednesday, provided there is no 
solution offered up to that time. Spe- 
cial delegates from mining groups 
will then plan for the strike. On 
Thursday there will be a meeting of 
the executives of all affiliated unions 
represented in the general council of 
the Trades Union congress. Announce- 
ment will be made after this meeting 
of the support which workmen rep- 
resented by this group will give the 
striking coal miners.
